WESTERN SOCIETY OF ENGINEERS.—At the meet- 
ing on May 7, held at the society's room in Chicago, Mr 
L. E. Cooley being in the chair, the secretary presented 
a progress report from the committee appointed to con- 
sider the question of establishing a standard measure of 
length in the city of Chicago. It is proposed that pfovi- 
sion for this should be made in the new Federal Build- 
ing, now under construction. 

Mr. 8S. W. Stratton, Director of the National Bureau 
of Standards, U. S. Treasury Department, gave an ad- 
dress on ‘“‘The Work of the National Bureau of Stand- 
ards.’’ He traced the history of standard weights and 
measures in this country from the first suggestions made 


Secretary, re- 
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in the messages of President Washington and others of 
the early presidents, and then deseribed the organization 
and scope of the present bureau, showing both its scien- 
tifie and its commercial relations. He also showed lan- 
tern slides of the plans for the main building and me- 
chanical laboratory which are to be built at Washington. 
The latter part of his address was devoted to advocating 
the general use of the metric system, and a special plead- 
ing in favor of the bill before Congress making metric 
measures the legal standard. 

This part of the address, however, did not arouse any 
enthusiasm, but the discussion showed a somewhat gen- 
erai opposition to the proposed introduction of the sys- 
tem, on the ground that no particularly good or strong 
reasons had been put forward for such action. In answer 
to inquiries, Mr. Stratton was unable to give any clear 
explanation of the real purpose or effect of the bill, which 
does not make the use of the system compulsory, but 
simply establishes it as a government standard. It would 
be used in legal documents and reports by the govern- 
ment, but would not—and apparently could not—make 
legal documents invalid in which other systems were 
used. And as the use of the metric system has already 
been made legal by an act passed several years ago, the 
present bill appears to be entirely superfluous. Mr. J. C. 
Bley, while considering the metric system unsatisfactory 
in general, thought it had one advantage in that it would 
replace a number of measures of volume by one standard 
system of measures. Mr. J. W. Schaub spoke of- the dif- 
ficulties he had experienced in trying to introduce the 
system in a drafting office and in shop work, difficulties 
which were so great that he had been obliged to give up 
the attempt. Other speakers, however, had found it easy 
to become familiar with the use of the system. On the 
whole, the advocates of the introduction of the system 
received little encouragement. A considerable part of the 
discussion turned on the proposed standard measure of 
length for Chicago. Mr. Stratton wished to have a vote 
taken as to the opinion of the society on the matter, but 
the chairman ruled that this could not be done. 

AMERICAN SOCIETY OF CIVIL ENGINEERS.—At the 
regular meeting held on May, 7, a paper was presented 
by Messrs. Geo. S. Webster and S. T. Wagner on the 
subject “The Pennsylvania Avenue Subway and Tunnel, 
Philadelphia, Pa.’’ This paper was printed in the March 
**Proceedings”’ of the society, p. 190. The work described 
consists of the depression of the tracks of the Philadel- 
phia & Reading Railway Co. in the city of Philadelphia, 
together with a large amount of auxiliary improvement 
connected with the change; a full description of the work 
was given in Engineering News, April 16, 1896, p. 260. 
The length of line directly concerned in the improvement 
is about 10,000 ft., generally four tracks wide; of this 
length about 2,700 ft. is in tunnel, and most of the re- 
mainder is in open cut. Many large industrial establish- 
ments along the line of the improvement are served by 
spur tracks or sidings, and these had to be provided for 
in the change. In most cases this was done by running 
a siding up a 5°, grade along the main line and thence into 
the works. The tunnel is 52 ft. wide between retaining 
walls and is roofed over by a single arch of brick. The 
arch has a clear rise of 8 ft. 8 ins., giving a clearance at 
the center of 22 ft.; it is constructed of brick laid in 
cement mortar, and has a thickness of nearly 3 ft. at the 
crown, and about 4 ft. at the skewbacks. The original 
scheme provided for artificial ventilation of the tunnel, 
with fan stations discharging into high stacks. This 
plan was later abandoned, and a number of openings 
left in the roof of the tunnel for ventilation. Each of 
these openings is about 300 sq. ft. in clear horizontal 
area, and is roofed by steel plate girders in place of the 
regular brick arch. These girders are covered with cem- 
ent mortar and expanded metal. The paper, which covers 
77 pages of the ‘‘Proceedings,’’ fully details the con- 
struction of the work, giving costs, prices, etc., as well. 

In discussion, Mr. Chas. G. Darrach, M. Am. Soc. C. E., 
took up the matter of the ventilation of the tunnel. The 
speaker, as partner of the late John A. Wilson, M. Am. 
Soe. C. E., while the latter was Consulting Engineer of 
the work for the railroad company, had had charge of 
working out a system of tunnel ventilation, and had de- 
vised the plan, above referred to, which was later aban- 
doned. This system provided for inlet openings at the 
floor level of the tunnel, connected with fresh air inlets 
at the street surface, and exhaust openings on the op- 
posite side of tunnel at the level of the roof. The open- 
ings on each side were spaced about 150 ft. apart and 
exhaust and inlet openings were staggered with respect 
to each other. The exhaust openings were connected 
with an exhaust main, and two fan stations were pro- 
vided, which discharged the gases into ornamental chim- 
ney stacks. Plans had been prepared for all the work ex- 
cept the fan stations and stacks, when a disagreement 
arose as to the payment of the operating expenses of the 
fan system: the railroad company wanted the city to pay 
one-half of the running expenses, while the latter thought 
the railroad should pay the whole of this amount. As a 
result, the use of roof openings for ventilation, which had 
before been unqualifiedly condemned by all parties, was 
adopted; and the fan-ventilation system was abandoned. 
The speaker considered this to have been a serious mis- 
take. The gases issuing from the openings have proved 
to be very noticeable and objectionable and make the sur- 
rounding section of the city worth at least several mill- 
ions or dollars less than would be the case if the ven- 
tilation system had been adopted. As yet, the railroad 
company has experienced no particular trouble from the 
smoke and gases in the tunnel, but the speaker consid- 
ered it likely that such trouble would arise when the 
tunnel should be called upon for its intended capacity of 
traffic. The additional expense of the artificial ventila- 


tion system would have been about $400,000 first cost, or 
about $12,000 per year, plus say $6,000 to $8,000 yearly 
eost of operation, a small sum when set against the 
yearly loss to the city and of the loss which the railroad 
company may expect in the future. 

Mr. Wm. Barclay Parsons, M. Am. Soc. C. E., called 
attention to the roof construction employed, brick ma- 
sonry, without the use of either steel or concrete, the 
materials so extensively used at the present time in such 
work. He was of the opinion that the future would see 
a much more extended use of steel and concrete or com- 
bination of the two in subway and tunnel work, than the 
present. The combination of steel and concrete especially 
offers large opportunities for saving, especially when the 
steel is employed in a greatly subdivided form, as in ex- 
panded metal or similar constructions. The speaker was 
so convinced of this, he affirmed, that he at times felt 
inclined to doubt the wisdom of his own designs for the 
construction of the New York Rapid Transit subway, and 
that possibly a better use might have been made of the 
qualities of steel and concrete in proper combination.
